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cooperation  of  Mr.  William  Bryant  of  Wendell-Northwestern,  Inc.  of  Minneapolis, 
Minn .

(Second  Installment  of  a Series) 

We  are  pleased  to  continue  our  listing  of  the  embossed  cards.  We  wish  to  thank 
the  many  individual  collectors  who  have  added  data  to  our  compilation  since  the  first 
installment  was  published. 

The  first  portion  went  to  press  without  the  benefit  of  the  inclusion  of  the  ex- 
tensive American  Numismatic  Society  and  Max  M.  Schwartz  collections,  which  were  being 
compiled  as  printing  arrangements  were  being  made.  This  has  been  rectified  in  the 
present  listing.  Readers  will  note  an  expanded  description  on  many  items,  and  a 
slightly  different  format  of  presentation.  Our  learned  colleague  Max  Schwartz  suggest- 
ed this  new  arrangement  and,  with  modifications,  we  adopted  it  with  gratitude. 

Also  incorporated  with  this  list  is  Charles  W.  Foster's  "New  York  Embossed  Cards" 
(unpublished  - circa  1954).  While  not  extensive,  the  listing  consolidated  Foster's 
collection,  that  of  Howard  H.  Kurth  and  other  data.  The  previous  Gray  listing  was 
known  to  Foster,  but  the  Tilton  listing  was  not,  according  to  his  closing  statement. 
"Fr"  will  indicate  selections  from  his  listing. 

Use  also  has  been  made  of  the  article  "Embossed  Business  Cards  of  Ohio"  by  Waldo 
C.  Moore  (June  1941  Numismatist),  here  indicated  by  "Mr"  and  of  the  notes  and  collec- 
tion of  Arlie  Slabaugh  of  Chicago,  111.,  coded  as  "A".  To  Mr.  Slabaugh  we  are  in- 
debted for  the  confirmation  of  a number  of  puzzling  varieties  and  an  insight  into  the 
use  of  the  Howe  Scales  Cards. 

A supplementary  listing  is  being  prepared  from  data  reported  by  our  correspond- 
ents, and  will  be  presented  at  the  end  of  the  current  series.  A table  of  known  em- 
bossing varieties  on  the  extensive  Liberty  Head  and  Liberty  Seated  issues  will  also 
be  presented  at  that  time.

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ADDITIONS  TO  HARD  TIMES  MERCHANT  CARDS 
by  Russell  Rulau 


(All  Rights  Reserved) 

Readers  may  recall  that  the  March  16th  edition  of  "Coin  World"  carried  a revised  table 
of  Hard  Times  Tradesman  Cards,  which  met  with  some  favor.  Basically,  the  table  followed  L. 
H,  Low's  original  listing  very  closely,  with  a number  of  additions.  It  is  a well-known  fact 
to  students  of  this  series  and  to  many  dealers  and  collectors  who  have  a casual  acquaintance 
with  the  HT  cards  that  Low's  listing  was  incomplete. 

Mr.  Low  approached  his  subject  conservatively  and  originally  included  only  dated  cards 
and  a few  undated  varieties  which  closely  resembled  the  dated  cards  or  the  political  types. 
In  his  later  revisions.  Low  added  a few  more  undated  varieties.  In  my  previous  listing, 
the  few  varieties  added,  such  as  132A  and  182A,  followed  the  general  pattern,  and  pseudo- 
Low  numbers  were  used  by  adding  a suffix  letter. 

For  the  benefit  of  specialists  in  these  early  cards,  the  tables  below  list  several 
more  pieces  which  probably  were  issued  in  the  HT  period  (1833-44),  and  which  resemble  the 
series  in  fabrication,  intent  and  historical  association.  The  pseudo-Low  numbers  assigned 
commence  with  200  to  avoid  any  confusion  with  the  original  numbering  system. 

Several  issues,  such  as  Atwood,  Bale,  Buchan  and  Schoonmaker  may  predate  the  HT  period 
and  several  others  (Bender,  Walton  and  Henderson-Walton)  may  post-date  the  series  a few 
years.  The  reader  should  bear  in  mind,  however,  that  a piece  such  as  Buchan,  issued  circa 
1831,  was  most  likely  still  in  circulation  several  years  later. 

The  extensive  Folger  issues  of  New  Orleans  have  been  omitted  entirely.  One  piece, 
dated  1837,  was  included  by  Low.  None  of  the  others  are  dated  and  were  used  until  circa 
1860,  so  there  is  no  logical  way  to  "date"  the  various  issues. 

Much  reliance  on  the  dating  methods  of  previous  scholars  has  been  placed,  but  in  all 
cases  inclusion  or  exclusion  were  by  the  preference  of  the  author.  We  leave  it  to  the 
individual  collector  to  agree  or  dissent.  For  illustrations  of  most  of  the  pieces  listed 
herein,  I commend  readers  to  the  works  of  Raymond  and  Fuld  cited  below. 

We  thank  those  whose  interest  and  encouragement  have  made  our  labors  more  worthy,  and 
earnestly  request  readers  to  report  to  the  Society  unpublished  varieties  and  any  errata  or 
omissions  in  the  text.  We  regret  we  have  been  unable  to  determine  many  of  the  sizes  of  the 
extant  varieties  and  several  of  the  rarity  ratings,  and  beg  indulgence.

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ALASKA  TOKENS 

By  Nancy  and  Kaye  Dethridge,  Juneau,  Alaska 
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The  Alaskan  tokens  we  are  listing  here  are  in  addition  to  those  in  the  book  by  Bressett  & 
Gould.  They  will  be  in  the  next  edition.  We  would  also  like  to  add  that  in  this  part  of  the 
;ountry,  all  tokens  are  called  "bingles",  not  just  the  A.R.R.C.  tokens.  If  you  refer  to 
trade  tokens  none  of  the  old  timers  know  what  you  are  talking  about. 


1. 

Obv.  - Anchorage,  Alaska  - Native  Virgin  Gold  & Copper.  (Small  gold  nugget  in  center.) 
Rev.  - divided  into  eight  sections  like  spokes  on  a wheel,  around  a small  scene  in 
the  middle  which  says  "Midnight  Sun".  In  the  divisions  around  this  are  the  following 
words;  Copper,  Coal,  Fish,  Lumber,  Dairy,  Live  stock.  Agriculture,  Gold.  We  know 
nothing  of  the  origin  of  this  token,  and  it  is  the  only  one  we  have  seen.  It  sounds 
like  the  Chamber  of  Commerce'.

Brass, 
size  of  U.  S.  5d.

Obv.-Navada  Bar  -12%?  in  Trade -McCutchen  & Griffiths.  Rev. -Native  Copper  from 

Chitina,  Alaska.  This  one  is  identical  to  #17  in  Bressetts  book  except  for  the 
spelling  of  Nevada.  We  know  of  two  more  here  in  Juneau.  Used  about  1916.

Obv . -Chichagof  Club  - /T7-  Chichagof,  Alaska.  Rev.  - Good  for  5?  in  Trade.  Brass 
about  the  size  of  a U.S.  25?.  This  was  a club  belonging  to  a gold  mine  at 

Chichagof .

19.  Obv. -Windsor  Hotel  - 6^0  in  Trade.  Rev . -Cordova,  Alaska,  Brass-size  of  U.S.  5d. 

20.  Obv . -Ranier-Grand-Dooley  & Allen  Props . -Cordova,  Alaska.  Rev. -Good  for  6^C  in 
Trade.  Brass-size  of  U.S.  5d  The  children  of  the  Dooley  mentioned  on  this  token 
now  are  in  business  here  in  Juneau.  About  1910. 

21.  Obv. -Island  Hotel-Douglas , Alaska.  Rev. -Good  for  6^C  in  Trade.  Brass-size  of  U.S. 

5C.  Douglas  was  once  about  12,000  people,  now  500  or  600.  It  was  a thriving  gold 
mining  community. 

22.  Obv. -The  Palace  of  Sweets-Douglas , Alaska.  Rev.  Good  for  6^C  in  trade.  Brass-size 
of  U.S.  5C.  This  was  a Soda  fountain  6c  Candy  Store. 

23.  Obv. -Douglas  Inn-Douglas,  Alaska.  Rev. -Good  for  5<:  in  trade.  Brass-size  of  U.S. 

5d.  This  bar  is  still  in  operation.  At  one  time  Douglas  had  sixteen  bars,  now 
has  three . 

24.  Obv . -Northern-Douglas , Alaska.  Rev. -Good  for  6%C  in  Trade.  Brass-size  of  U.S.  5c. 

We  think  this  was  a bar  in  Hotel  of  the  same  name. 

25.  Obv.  - T Club  Cigar  Store.  Rev. -Good  for  6^C  in  Trade.  Brass-size  of  U.S.  5d. 

This  was  the  Treadwell  Club  of  Treadwell  gold  mine  in  Douglas.  It  went  down  the 
Glory-hole  in  the  big  cave  in,  about  1917. 

26.  Obv. -Miners  Saloon-Douglas,  Alaska.  Rev. -Good  for  6%c  in  Trade .Brass=size  of  U.S.5C. 

27.  Obv. -Hunter  Hotel-Douglas,  Alaska.  Rev. -Good  for  6%C  in  Trade.  Brass.  Most  of  these 
"Hotels”  were  really  just  a few  rooms  upstairs  over  a store  or  bar.

Most  of  these  old  buildings  are  gone  as  Douglas  has  had  two  major  fires. 

Brass-size 
of  U.S.  5d.  This  was  a bar. 

This  one  is  VERY 
old. 

31.  Obv.-Ellamar  Mining  Co.-Ellamar,  Alaska.  Rev. -Good  for  25d  in  trade .Aluminum-about 
size  of  U.S. 25d .
